We can't complain about this 
being a blue Monday, what with 
the 
continued 
success 
of

American First 
Army 
in 
the 
Aachen battle and the great Ruf­ 
fian advance in Lithuania. 
Taking it on the 
whole 
(and 
knocking wood discreetly, just in 
case) things look very good for 
the Allies. We really are getting 
ahead With the job. 
The most important news from 
the Western Front is that fair 
lighting weather, upon which may 
depend whether the 
Allies 
are 
able to force Hitler’s surrender 
this year, smiled on the invading 
threes for a change at the week 
end. 
As a result 
British 
and 
Yankee warplanes swarmed over 
Hie Reich in one of the heaviest 
aerial assaults of the war. 
For 
the first time, too, we find the 
Germans 
labeling 
the 
Aachen 
show as a major assault. 
Indications are that this Nazi 
estimate is correct. 
If it it is, it 
means that things are going well 
enough in the Aachen sector to 
warrant General F.isenhtfwer in 
regarding it as offering chances 
for a clean break-through of the 
Siegfried and Rhenish defenses. 
Certainly he is putting a lot of 
power- into 
his 
punch 
at this 
strategic gateway which, though 
tough, will pay big dividends if 
it can be cracked w ithout undue 
delay. 
The question of weather can'1 
be overemphasized at this critical 
juncture when speed is essential. 
It overshadows all our oeprations. 
For instance, we are Utterly de­ 
pendent on good visibility for ef­ 
ficient employment of 
our all- 
important air power, not only for 
fighting and bombing but as the 
eyes of the armies. 
Then too. autumn rains and tfic* 
awful mud which bedevils that 
part of Western Europe

Tile government pays two kinds 
of pensions to survivors of serv­ 
icemen and veterans. 
Group One: Pensions are paid 
for death in the service in line of 
duty or for a veteran’s death — 
any time after his military dis­ 
charge 
caused

connected with his military serv­ 
ice. 
This pension goes to the widow 
and unmarried minor children. 
Widows and children in this 
group are automatically consider­ 
ed dependent and therefore get the 
pension no matter how large their 
private income may be. 
Parents of veterans in this group 
are also pensionable, if dependent, 
but 
in 
their 
case 
dependency 
must be proved.

1 Group Two: Pensions are paid 
for death of a veteran—after dis­ 
charge from military service—who 
had a service-connected disability 
but died of some other cause. 
The 
Veterans* Administration 
(VA) pays all death pensions. Its 
interpretation 
of group 
two—a 
veterans who had a service-con­ 
nected disability but died of some 
other cause—is 
so liberal that 
almost any service-connected in* 
jury or disability will bing a pen­ 
sion to his family after his death 
from some cause not connected 
with his military service at all. 
For example: Tom Smith, whde 
in service, was shot in the hand. 
The hand healed, never bothered 
him again. Years after his dis­ 
charge he was killed by a truck. 
There wmuld be a pension in this 
case. 
These 
nonservice death

sions go to the widows and child­ 


ren only. Parents are not eligible.

The Rehabilitation of War Casualties

WELL, THE boy s are coming 
home from th* wars. And some of 
them come around and talk to me 
about their ex perience* 
at least 
the medical officers do. 
Some of them used to be my 
medical students- sittin g there on

the bencher with such innocent, 
baby faces and black cy nicism in 
their hearts, just like all medical 
students from time immemorial. 
My , my ! the thing s they 'v e seen,

lag es, coral islands in an empty 
sea. 
They 're v ery nice to come ov er 
and talk to the old man , though 
ifs kind of like the fellow who was 
drowned in the John stown flood 
and when he got to heav en he be­ 
g an to tell his ex perien ces to 
Noah. I was in the « loggin g war 
—none of y our boy ’s wars. My 
g eneral was J ohn J . Pershin g, an d 
no brav er man ev er stood up in a 
uniform of a soldier of the Un ited 
States. 
Methods of Rehabilitation 
Well, they hav e been through 
plenty , these return in g warriors 
and deserv e all the v ery best we 
can giv e them. Some of them, es­ 
pecially fliers, are pretty well 
broken up emotion ally an d why 
wouldn’t they be? A keen , clear­ 
ey ed y oun g medical officer was 
tellin g me the latest method they 
hav e of rehabilitatin g these men . 
I suppose all of us stay -at- 
homes when we read the indiv id­ 
ual stories of what on e or another 
of these men hav e gon e throug h 
wonder how we ourselv es would 
hav e acted if tho-© horrors had 
happened to us. I hope I would 
hav e acted all right, but as I ex ­ 
amine my self I honestly don't 
know. Some of the ex periences are 
too inhuman to be conceiv ed as in 
a state of civ ilization. No wonder 
that many , althoug h they act with 
manly fortitude during the ordeal, 
hav e the memory haunt them until 
they are unfit for duty . 
The particular g roup of which 
my 
medical officer friend 
was 
speaking had g one throug h such 
ex periences and were in the state 
that I suppose is what we called 
shell shock in the last war. They 
don't want to talk and they don't 
want to associate with any one 
else. They become morose and 
a socia l 
A treatment which has prov ed 


q uite successful consists in in­ 
ducin g a kind of twilig ht sleep, 
and g etting them to talk while 
they are in this condition. It is in ­ 
duced by g iv ing a mild anaesthetic, 
or at least an an aesthetic that can 
be con trolled as to the amounts of 
its effects. It is pen tothal sodium 
an d is giv en in the v ein with a 
hy podermic sy rin ge. J ust enoug h 
is 
giv en to 
break 
down 
the 
shocked man’s reserv e and allow 
him to talk. 
He is led to talk about the ex ­ 
perience that affected him so deep­ 
ly an d when once the flood g ate* 
are opened he talks freely . This 
has the psy chological effect of 
brin gin g what was in his subcon­ 
scious up in to ex perien ce and after 
he comes out of the anaesthetic 
he talks it ov er and ov er with a 
sy mpathetic psy chiatrist who is 
able to ex plain the mechanism of 
his ex perien ce, show him that they 
arc n ot abn ormal or n othin g to be 
ashamed of.
